2, frank Eckert of the Bureau of the Budget telephoned to inquire 
if the Agency was taking any position on the measures introduced in this 
Congress for a Jeint Committee en Fereign intelligence. He indicated 
that State Department was reapending to a query from the Hill on this and 
he wanted to knew our position. I iaformed him that we had responded to 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committees in connection with 5. J. Res. 34 
in substantially similar vein as eur reply of last year to Howard Smith, 
Chairman of the House Rules Committees and, consequently, we had not 
checked our reply with the Bureau of the Budget. However, we agreed 
and did forward te Mr. Zekert a copy of our letter to the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee dated 12 February 1959. 


3. Boyd Crawford, Staff Director of House Foreign Affairs, 
telephoned to say thers had been considerable dlacussion in the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee concerning the Charles Edmundson article in 
THE PROGRESSIVE which had been inserted in the CONGRESSIONAL 
RECORD of Ul February 1959 by Representative Byron L. Johknsean (D., 
Cele.}, Mr. Crawferd ladicated there was some public interest in 
following up on this, particulariy in Wayne Hays’ Subcommittee on 
State Department Organisation and Foreign Operations. Mr. Crawiord 
seemed familiar with THE PROGRESSIVE magazine and with Representative 
Johnaon, It waa agreed that in the near future I would sit dewn with 
Mr. Crawford te discuss this situation in more detail.
